THE ISLAND OF MADAGASCAR. SOME WERE AS BIG AS 
GORILLAS, OTHERS SMALLER THAN SQUIRRELS. TODAY THERE 
ARE STILL OVER 20 KINDS LIVING IN THE FORESTS. 



Lemurs 



Lemurs belong to the same group of 
primates as bushbabies and pottos. Like 
them, they have moist noses and most of 
them rely on their sense of smell to 
communicate with each other. But 
whereas bushbabies and pottos are loners, 
most lemurs live in groups and spend a 
good deal of time on group activities like 
grooming and marking their territories. 

There are four separate lemur families: 
true lemurs, dwarf and mouse lemurs. 



indris and sifakas, and the aye-ayes. True 
lemurs are medium sized, ranging from 
about the size of a squirrel to a cat. They 
have long, bushy rails and their hind legs 
are longer than their arms. They move 
through their tree-top homes on all 
fours, leaping from branch to branch 
when they need to. Some lemurs are 
about during the day, while others wait 
until dusk before emerging from their 
resting places. 



Veasy going

RUFFED LEMURS 

Ruffed lemurs are black and white 
or black and red. Their muzzle is 
black, their eyes golden and they 
have bushy ear tufts. The black and 
white lemur lives in the rainforest 
on the east coast and eats fruits and 
leaves. Although it is the biggest of 
the true lemurs, its babies ate not 
strong enough to cling on to the 
mother's fur when they are born. 

For the first few days, the 
mother stays with her babies in the 
nest she has made out of leaves, but 
then she goes out foraging. After 
about two weeks, she takes the 
babies out of the nest in her mouth 
and parks them high up in the 
trees. She moves them around 
several times a day. After three 
months, they can scramble along 
the branches behind her. 



THE INSIDE STORY 



Three different kinds of bamboo 
lemur manage to live beside each 
other in a small area of forest on 
the east coast, even though they 
all feed on bamboo. This Is 
because each one prefers a 
different part of the plant. The 
golden bamboo lemur finds the 
growing tips of the greater 
bamboo the tastiest; the greater 
bamboo lemur uses its sturdy 
jaws to chomp through the tough 
stems; the grey bamboo lemur 
prefers the leaves of a different 
bamboo plant. 

>-HERE I AMI 

The sportive lemur's territory is 
very small - only 12-20m around 
its sleeping hole. It makes loud 
calls at night, to tell its 
neighbours where it is. 





SPORTIVE LEMURS 



The sportive lemur, also called the 
weasel lemur, has large amber-coloured 
eyes, rounded ears at the side of its 
flattish face and a long bushy tail. It 
lives in various forests around the island 
and does not emerge from its daytime 
hideaway until after dark. It eats mainly 
leaves. In order to get as much 
nourishment as possible from its food, it 
eats some of its own droppings. 

BAMBOO LEMURS 



Bamboo lemurs, also called gentle 
lemurs, get their name from their food. 
There are three kinds and they all eat 
bamboo plants. To strip off the tough 
outer covering, they bite through a 
shoot, clamp it between their teeth and 
pull it sideways with their hands. Then 
they hold the shoot in one hand and 
chew on it, as if it were a stick of rock. 

< RAINFOREST RARITY 
The golden bamboo lemur is 
one of the rarest of all lemurs. 






RING-TAILED LEMURS 



ySTINK MISSILES 
Males use their tails to send 
smelly messages, especially 
during the mating season when 
they are trying to win females. 
When a male wants to get rid 
of a rival, he draws his tail 
between his wrists to smear h 
with his own strong smell. Then 
he flicks it forward, above his 
head, and shakes it so that the 
smell is wafted towards the 
other male. If the stink is strong 
enough, the rival will move off. 






I think ring-tails are 
really mixed-up - they 
look as if they've 
borrowed bits from lots 
of other animals. Here 
are some of the bits I 
can see: black eye 
patches from pandas: 
ear tufts from owls: 
amber-coloured eyes 
from eagles: white face- 
mask from badgers: 
black and white stripey 
tail from raccoons. Can 
you spot any others? 



BACK TO MOTHER 

Like most true lemurs, female rin^- 
rails usually give birch to just one 
baby. As soon its it is born, ir can 
cling to its mother’s belly anti soon 
afterwards starts to suckle. After a 
week, ir starts to ride on her back. 

As all the babies in a group are 
born at about the same time, there 
are plenty of playmates around for 
each youngster. A baby often climbs 
off its mother's back to join in a 
game of rough-and-tumble on the 
ground or in the trees. At the first 
sign of danger, it races back to leap 
on CO its mother's back again. 



<SELF SERVICE 
Like other true 
lemurs, ring-tails 
pull their food 
close with their 
hands and then 
pick off the 
leaves or fruit 
with their 
mouths. 



The ring-tailed lemur’s big golden eyes, 
which are ringed in black against the white 
face fur, and its white ear tufts standing up 
at the top of its head, give it a surprised 
look. The other really striking feature of the 
ring-tail is its striped tail which is longer 
than its body and which the lemur carries 
high above its back when it is walking on 
the ground. 

Ring-tails spend quite a lot of time on 
the ground in their family groups, 
especially when they are busy marking their 
territories. Both males and females have 
scent glands on the inside of their arms, 
under the chin and around the genitals. 
They use the scent from these glands to 
mark trees and saplings along the border ol 
their territory. If it is an important marker, 
the lemurs will sometimes line up and add 
their scent, one after the ocher. 



CLEAVING HER MARK 
Females are the leaders of ring-tail groups which 
can have up to 25 members. This female is not 
simply doing a handstand for fun - she is 
rubbing scent from her glands on to the sapling 
to show that it is in her group's territory.

Elastic Energy 

Rubber bands can be used to 
‘pow er’ all sorts of things. 

Here are two great ideas 
to try! 




Ask an adult to cut a km- 
thick slice of candle. Then ask 
them to pull out the wick 
and make the hole bigger. 
Cut a matchstick-thick groove 
across one side, as shown. 



Loop one end of a 4cm rubber 
band over a 2cm piece of matchstick. 
Bend a paper clip as shown. Use it 
to pull the band through the 
cotton reel. Stick the matchstick 
down firmly with sticky tape. 



'Using the paper clip once more, 
push the other end of the rubber 
band through the piece of candle. 
Loop this end of the band 
through a longer matchstick, 
then rest the matchstick in 
the groove.

The conifer forests of northern 
Asia are known as taiga 
(say ‘tie-gah’); in other 
places they are known 
as boreal forests. 

Here the summers 
are short and the 
winters long and 
cold. Water is often 
frozen and cannot be 
used by plants. The 
needle-like leaves of 
conifers use very little 
water and, because they are 
evergreen, they can begin to 
make food the moment the dark 
winter is over. 

Conifers are at the beginning of 
many food chains. Moth and sawfly 
larvae eat the needles; the wood is 
eaten by wood wasp and bark beetle 
larvae. These insects are snapped up by 
birds such as jays and woodpeckers. 

The seeds of the conifers are eaten 
by red squirrels and crossbills. Voles 
feed on bark, buds, fungi, seeds and 
berries and they in turn are eaten by 
sables, foxes and wolves. Elk and 
reindeer, while scraping away the snow 
to find lichens to eat in winter, also 
have to be on the look out for wolves.
